THE STATE RAILW«4YS: 

An interesting portion of the Financial 
Adviser's Report is that which refers to° the 
State Railways, and the importance of certain 
sonclasions therein enunciated is only eqnal- 
‘ed by the satisfaction we must feel in this 
evidence of the recognition of defects and 
determination to remove them ‘The important 
principle is accepted that these railways are to 
be ran on business lines, and not as a Depart- 
ment of the State, to be squeezed for all it is 
worth regardless of consequences. Apparently, 
from the “proposal” to establish a capital 
account it is not knowa what their yield has been 
on their cost, bat it must have been large and 
consequently there was small reason for the 
starvation of the undertsking. Certainly fortune 
has favoured the railways. To make ap or past 
aeglect a great deal of monay has now to be 
spent, bat with the raceipts increasing s0 
enormously and the greater facilities and 
efficiency to be secured in the working, there 
should not ba any in~rease in the proportion of 
expenses to earnings. In any other country the 
success of our railways might have invited 
competition, aud the consequences, under 
‘uch circumstances as exist, would have been 
serious, 

Oar railways continue practically a mono- 
poly. In this respect fortunately they are in 
no state of transition. The changes made and 


‘| contemplated, so far as we know them, ara in 


the direction of efficiency and economy They 
are based upon the Report of Lord Farrer’s 
Commission. They are being or have been 
fillowed up by Sir Charles Scotter, the well- 
known Chairman, and perhaps better known as 
late General Manager, of the London and South 
Western Railway, and by Major Le Breton, 
whose valuable work is recognized in this 
report. What it has been possible for him to 
carry out.in the Accounts and Andit Dapart- 
ments must be at least eqaally s> in the other 
departments jrhich have been more under the 
control of English officers, and, for present pur- 
poses, we readily accept Sir Charles Scotter's 
readiness and ability to do it, and we hope not 


_] only to have Accounts and Andit Departments 


but a system of State Railways which will 
not compare unfavourably with similar concerns 
slsewhere. We have ample reason to know 
that Lord Cromer and his principal Advisers 
take keen personal interest’in the subject with 
which we are dealing, we are equally bound 
to recognise the enormoos amount of work 
the high officials have on their hands. We 
were theref sre quite prepared for the adoption 
by them of the recommendation for the esta- 
blishment of a Railway Board. We fally 
appreciate the great advantage of such 
officials being mambers thereof bat we confass 
to feeling some disappointme it in the absence 
therefrom of railway experienca independent 
of what has to be remediei. It is to be hoped 
that this want may yet be supplied in the 
form of 9 Seorstary to the Board. 

In regard to the “personnel” of the railways 
we presume that the General Manager will 
be as responsible and as free hore as elee- 
where for bringing and keeping it up to date, 
and in both of these tasks he must feel the 
advantage of Sir Charles Sootter’s exparienca. 
We have heard him describad as the best 
general manager ever po-sessed by tha haxt 
managed railway in Eiglani from a shire- 
holder’s point of view and as “S:otter” thao 
“Scott”, who immediately preceded him and 
was similarly esteemed. The circumstances 
here are different to those in England, but 
a railway is o railway all the world over. 
Departments are the same and so shold 
the working be as nearly as.possible. We do 
not accept the idea that railways cannot 
be efficiently worked ont of England, for 
the contrary has been proved. Neither do 
we believe that efficient servants caxnot be 
made out of the Egyptians. What we do 
hold is that efficiency is economy though 
it has to be paid for, and the question for Sir 
Charles Scotter to decide is whether or not we 
have the necessary efficiency both in qaality 
aod qvantity, or whether i in either case we 
adopt the false economy of refasing to pay 


yfor it,

A MEDICAL PROTEST. 


BY DR. HAANNA RAHMET EFFENDI, 


M.A., M.C., M.D., FORMERLY A MEMBER 
OF THE PLAGUE CoMMISSION APPOINTED BY THE 

Sanitary DepaRTMENT TO ALEXANDRIA. 

The decision of some of the medical gentle- 
men who initiate themselves as the Medical 
Council of Alexandria to raise the medical 
practitioner's fee is unfair, illegal, and subject 
to grave criticism. My dissenting opinion 
from their decision is not restricted to myse’f, 
bat is entertained by many others in this 
City. When medicine is made use of merely 
as & commercial trade, the practice becomes 
contrary to the laws of legal medicine and 
medical etiquette, which every doctor must 
observe. It then degrades the medical man 
from his high moral and social position, to 
that of fortune-seeker or adventurer. Against 
this every medical man must be on the lock 
out 

The idealism of medicine is hamanitarianism 
and not commercialism. The prime duty of 
8 medical man is the relief of humano-psy- 
chophysiological suffering, and not the gain 
of wealth. If a man’s object in medicine be 
riches, then let him abar don his noble calling 
for something elsewhere, where his glutiny 
for wealth would call the just condemnation of 
the publio. 

Raising these monetary barriers before 
the public and mass in general is sure to 
bring about a higher mortality, which is con- 
trary to the laws of natare and man. 

Why this medical decision if followed by 
the profession, would bring about a higher 
death-rate, is because many would postpone 
consulting a physician until the orisis is 
past; and then the gall is too late. Ima- 
gine the many whocould not afford to oull 
a doctor to see them or their young owiag 
to the new regime, if thoroughly adhered 
to by the whole medical body of the City. 

This might not apply to the few wealthy 
families, though they would grudge the feo 
reqaired, especially if the list is a long roll 
of calls, 

Happily the maj rity of the medical pro- 
fession, as | was made to urderstand, do 
not accede to this decision, but still cling to 
their previous hamanitsrian’ views. 

As this decision would affect the public 
health if followed and might be taken as an 
example by other parts of the country, most 
likely the State will see to it, to check its 
contagion from spreading with malign effaot. 

A doctor is required by law to give a 
State examination before he is permitted to 
practise, as his scope of activity is the haman 
physics ; this shows his responsibility to the 
State. 

From en individual standpoint of view, 
every man is free to charge whatever he likes 
fur his servioes, but when he assumes that 
phase fe isto more a medical practitioner 
for the latter is directly or indirectly a publio 
servant ; and a public ‘emid hth or less

The Grand Cadi has returned to Cairo, 
where he arrived at 3 p.m. on Saturday, 
being met at the station by numerons friends, 
H. H. the Khedive was represented by Ali 
Bey Shahin, who welcomed the Grand Cadi 
in the Roler’s name. 

Sheikh Yehia afterwards proceeded to Koub- 
beh Palace, where he was recived in private 
andience by HH. the Khedive. 

Our contemporary “Al Lewa” published on 
Saturday an account of a conversation with 
Ghazi Abmed Mokhtar Pasha on the subject 
of the Grand Usdi’s retiremant. ‘I'he Pasha 
stated that he had never opposed Sheikh Yehia’s 
nomination and had always been on the best 
of terms with the Grand Cadi, whose character 
and abilities he greatly admired. Hertated 
that when the Grand Cadi inf»rmed him of his 
summons and ssked him what he thonght was 
the reason, he replied that he had belioved that 
Sheikh Yehia himself had asked to be allowed 
to leave Egypt. he Otroman High Commis- 
sioner added that he had pointed ont to the 
Porte that the Egyptian Moslems had shown 
a lively interest in the question, and that on 
hearing of the restoration of Sheikh Yehia to 
the Grand Cadiship he had addressed a telegram 
to the Sultan expressing the gratitude of the 
Exyptian Moslems. 

Un being asked why “Al Moayad” had carried 
on 80 vigorous a campaign against the Grand 
Cadi, the Pasha gave the following answer to 
his interviewer, Mustapha Pasha Kamel : 

‘The reason is obvious enongh ; the owner 
of ‘al Moayad’ has bis private grudga against 
the Grand Cadi. It is a subject whish I 
would not have discussed bat for your question. 
I have nothing but contempt for ‘Al 
Moayad’s’ langaage. However, sensible people 
know what ‘Al Moayad’ is worth.” 

‘This is an admirable puff for the “Lewa”’ 
and its editor, and the mo:ives for its publica- 
tion are obvious. In an article in reply to a 
statement of ‘Al Shark” that the editor of 
an Egyptian newspaper had written to Izzat 
Pacha a very unfavourable acconnt of the 
Cadi, “Al Moayad” remarks : “We have not 
written a word to) anybody at Constanti- 
nople either agaist Sh&ikh Yehia or any other 
person, and Izzet Pacha is far above using 
his personal influence to harm any one merely 
for the sake of a friead. The Grand Cadi 
has arrived ia Egypt and he can learn that 
this story is nothing bat a tissue of fi- 
brications. Sheikh Yehia may perhaps solve 
the mystery in which the qnestion is shrouded.”

onder the supervision and conty of the State,, 

Did the Government issue the decree of 
increased medical fees? No; the Government 
spends thousands of pounds every year. on 
public hygiene or sanitation through its ener- 
getic Sauitary Department; hence it will not 
tolerate that which will deteriorate the public 
health, that the State is striving so hardto 
improve. The h mourable gentlemen who gave 
the decision initiate themselves as the 
“Medical Council of Alexandria.” This would 
imply that they are governmental officials, for 
no other body or persons have the right to 
concern themselves responsibly with the public 
affa:rs of a city or place except the State. Any 
collective body assuming the name ofa place 
indicates that it is a governmental branch. Is 
the above-mentioned Council a Governmentel 
body ? I doubt it. 

The Medical Council of Alexandria consists 
of the Sanitary Inspector with his staff, and the 
Monicipal Kism doctors. These, and these alone, 
are the ones responsible for the public medical 
affairs of the City. Did this honourable body 
decree this decision? No; far from it, for 
such a decision cannot be issaed by them but 
with the approval of Headquarters. 

This decision cannot be enforced by practi- 
tioners, for it is h ped that the Government 
does not recognise it. Z 

Every legally authorised doctor is by law 
obliged to see any person consulting him. If he 
is obliged to see any person consalting him 
and the Government does not recognise legally 
the fea decided “upon, a patient conau'ting a 
practitioner need not acquiesce with the new 
regime.

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A HISTORY OF EGYPT. 


PROF. PETRIE’'S NEW VOLUME. 


This work of Professor Flinders Petrie is 
the completion of the History of Egypt which 
he projected years ago. He has supplied the 
purely Egyptian period, from the dawn befure 
Mena down tothe conquest by Aléxander. 
Others have written the three remaining 
volumes on Greek, Roman, and Saracen Egypt. 
The learned reader ie, therefore, at last anpplied 
with a trostworthy history (up to date in 1905) 
of this wonderfal country down to the Middle 
Ages; in fact to the Turkish conquest in 1516. 
If the later volumes seek to add some literary 
graces and not a few conjectures to the bare re- 
cital of the known facta,suchis not the stera and 
self-denying method of Prof. Petrie. He tells us 
that the gathering and sifting of the materials 
has beén his gole objevt, so that he has supplied 
the diligence and the acuteness of the dis- 
coverer and interpreter for come future literary 
man to whom history is a branch of eloqnence. 
May he prove the Tillemont for another Gibbon! 
The dynasties included in the present volume 
are those of whom we had long since some 
information trom Hebrew and from Greek 
sources. We turn, therefore, natarally to see 
what light the author's intimate knowledge of 
Egyptiau texts has thrown upon these passages 
in history—the Exodus of Israel, the reigns of 
Shishak and Necho, and the Persian domina- 
tion. The corroboration of the historian Hero- 
dotus or the Prophet Jeremiah from’ contem- 
porary documents isa matter of the highest 
iaterest, for it not merely confirms the par- 
ticular facts, but enhances the general credi- 
bility of our literary cources. Regarding the 
Exodas Professor Petrie is not very helpful. He 
has found texts which imply that inthe very 
reign of the Exodus the Eryptians were laying 
waste parts of Palestine, and the Children of 
Israel are even mentioned as dwelling there. 
He does not solve the difficulty fir us, and 
tells us that M.£E. Naville’s account of the 
wanderings in the Desert is satisfactory, and 
has been generally accepted. But suroly to 
those who have not M. Naville’s “Pithom” at 
hand he might hava afforded a présis of the 
argument. T'bat Semitic tribes ve e continually 
coming into Egypt, and were encouraged to do 
so, though they cften became troublesome, i8 a 
broad factin the history of the conntry, The 
very origin of its greatness arises, according to 
Professor Stiendorff, from some such prehistoric 
invasion, which is rerpetuated in the proto- 
Semitic speech of the country. Whether these 
prehistoric Semites came by way of Suez cr by 
way of Aden ceoms to us, though not to 
Professor Steindorff, doubtfal. 

Of course a large part of this volume is 
devoted to the fsmous Ramses II., the Sesostris 
of Greek fable, whose monuments are as 
numerous as his children, and this is no small 
matter. We know from contemporary monn- 
ments of seventy-nine sons and fifty nine 
daughters, which implies, allowing for infant 
mortelity («sys Mr. Petrie), at least twice as 
many births [7]. But, apart from his reign ct 
over sixty years and his enormous family, Mr. 
Petrie reduces the great events of his reign to 
the campaigns againat the Kheta (Hittites), 
which we-know, not only from the poetical 
panegyric of Pentaonr, but from far more 
trastworthy copies of treaties, and these show 
that the Kheta came off after all on pretty 
equal terms. This King was a great builder, 
and covered all the land from the Delta to 
Abou Simbel with huge figares and pompous 
landations of himself. But the style of the 
work is not refined, and the mommy of the 
King, now to be seen at Cairo, is not impressive. 
He was probably a little great man—the Louis 
XIV. of Egypt. Professor Petrie makes an 
interesting remark on the great temple of 
Karnak, built by Seti I., a far greater monarch, 
and Ramses, hia son. He notes that the pillars 
supporting the roof are too many and too heavy, 
being made of soft sandstone, improper: for 
such work. 


Another very interesting epoch in this 
history is the assumption of royal power by the 
Church, the priests of Amon at Thebes ruling 
like popes in a regular dynasty, while the 
secular kings (at Tanis) were but puppets 
under their control. And, as might be expected, 
daring this period the Charch endowed herrelf 
80 enormously that most of the coontry 
belonged to the temples as_ religious property, 
juat as most of the good Jand in Ireland once 
belonged to bishops and monasteries. It 
required a bold military adventurer, probably 
hired not from Libya, but from Susa, to break 
down this ecclesiastical tyranny and make 
limself king—the well-known Shishak of the 
Old Testament. For the priest!y uasnrpation, 
asis always the case with ecclesiastics, war 
astutely managed. “When the daoghter of the 
King, who wore the n1cvs, and was heiress of 
the kingdom, Was married to the High Priest 
“the priestly line became the rightful -ulers. 
Not daring to tske the kingdom at once, they 
maintaiced the long series of the sons o: 
Ramees III. in power, one after the other, while 
the real rule belonged to the priestly family. 
Thue, s0 far trom the priests being usurpers, 
they were tolerating a series of royal princes, 
while they were ready to step in as scon as 
the sons of the dynastic foander had parsed 
away.” All this pre:upy oaes that the eovereign- 

* ty really descended in the female line, which 
Mr. Petrie strongly maintains. 

Amid the heartless records of pomp or of 
crvelty with which thehieroglyphicsabound, itix 
4 p.easant variety tomest thesteleof Pankbyl., a 
king of the Ethiopian dynasty. who reigned 
about 740 8.0, “This document is as valuablefor 
the view of mind as fr its material facta. 
The rage at opposition, which the earlier con- 
querorsé showed ss their single emotion, is 
here more a literary phrase than a moving 
power. Of course war was war, but the terms 
acted on were {not massacre], but pérsonal 


pardon with heavy fines. Those who submit- 
ted freely were pardoned on giving a voluntary 
tribute. Even the ringleader was presently 
psrdoned on swearing allegiance and giving 
tribute. All this differs widely trom the fnry 
of a Remses.,. His Majesty loveth that [the 
revolting] Memphis be safe and sound, and 
that even the children weep not. ‘Ibis is 
not isolated ; there was a general wave of, 
moral rensa and individual responsibility in 
lands around ; in Isaish and Ezskiel on the 
east, with Hesiod on the west, with his 
presching. of the moral government cf the 
world, and his pure and practical ethics. This 
phase is quite independent of othrr points of 
excellence. Moral sense, mt art, end 


Inxnrious wealth may esch ktand isolated 
from the other three, as in the\ instances of 
the Puritans, the Jesuits, early \Greece, and 
decadent Rome.” ‘I'he above passage is-highly 
suggestive, even though it contains doubtfnl 
analogies. Bnt we cannot quote further from 
this book, so fall of curious and careful re- 
search, 


* EGYPTIAN RELIGION. 


Profersor Steindorff’s interesting lectures are 

‘ professedly popular in form, though also the 
‘outcome of great and special learning. _ It is 
easy to collect facts, and detail the ceremonies 
of many religions, bat to enter into their real 
spirit is to know national character to the 
very core, and itis more than doubtful that 
any such knowledge is now attainable. If, for 
example, devout Cathebics and Protestants 
seem often incapable of appreciating each 
other's standpoints, what shall we say whien 
the prcb'em is the understanding of a religion 
remote end obscare, purposely hedged about 
| with complicated and unexplained ceremories? 
; Even the langage ia which these ceremonies 
are described, tha prayerg expressed, the 
mysteries not explained but suggested, is a 
language of which our knowledge is only 
fexternal. Historical facts may now be clearly 
read in Lieroglyphics or hicratics, bat who 
will venture to say that we know the flavour 
of the words, or the sentiments conveyed 
beyond the mere bretal translation ? In spite 
of many able commentar’es, the Pook of the 
Dead, in its many copies, is still devoid cf any 
intelligible sense to the modern decipherer. 
We may tell the words, but who can tell the 
spirit behind the words ? We may affirm at all 
evonta that the Greeks wholly failed to under- 
stand thia atrange creed, though they stood in 
some ways far nearer to it than we do. Pro- 
bsbly Professor Steindorff. knows as much 
about the snbject as any living man. But 
the resnlt is thin, and, so to speak, external. 
What d e3 it mean to us, that Amenophis IV. 
caused @ great religious snd social revolution 
by introdacing the worship of the solar diac, 
instead of the ordinary worship of the San-God 
Rs, long popular in Egypt? Quite possibly 
it was in its day as important as the “ Filicque” 
in onr Creed which once split asunder the 
theological world ot Europe. But we can 
only see evidences of a bitter controversy about 
an idle distinction. Yet these things in them- 
selves have a human interest. ‘‘ Man shall 
not live by bread alone.” ‘Those who quarrel 
about metaphysical problems are far removed 
from the savage, who merely hunts and sleeps. 
Professor Steindorff's book is, moreover, well 
and pleasantly written, in such English that 
we hardly ever perceive a foreign flavour. Its 
account of the caremonies and cult of the dead 
will give a new: interest in Ezypt even to the 
ordinary tourist who takes it with bim and 
reads it by the way. As such, as well as for 
its real learning, we commend it to our readers

* The Religion of the Ancient Egyptians. By Professor 
Georg Steindorff, G. P. Putnam's Scns. 


ELECTRIC LIGHT IN EGYPT. 


“An Ancient. Egyptian” writes :—In your 
leading article of the 2nd inst. you gave an 
interesting account of some new electric signals 
in Cairo, and incidentally you link the name 
of the great Mohamed Aly with the introduc- 
tion of electric lighting in Egypt. I quite agree 
with your statement that Egypt has been well 
to the fore in the adaptation of electricity, 
still, as a matter of fact, the first attempt at 
electiic lightirg mace in this country was in 
1874, but it was only on a very small scale. 
It was done for Ismail Pasha by an electrician 
still Jiving in Alexandria. The dynamo was not 
yet invented, or at least, was not in practical 
use, and the light was produced by batteries 
made in Cairo, with the aid of a large number 
of such ear:henware vessels as could be obtain- 
ed but which were neither intended nor well 
suited for the purpose. ‘I'he great M: hamed 
Aly was, unfortunately, buried in 1848 and 
altbongh he was in his time the shining light, 
of Egypt, it was not, as you sey, electrically. — 

‘The first time a dynemo was worked in this 
country was in 1880. In was used experiment- 
ally for some time in Alexandria, ond after- 
wards, during the events cf 1882, when among 
other uses it served to light the headquarters 
of H.R.H. -the Deke of Connaught at the 
Maison Zizinis, Remleh; it was afterwards 
used in Cairo, and I saw a pert of it only 
yesterday. Public electric lighting was only 
commenced in Parisin 1882 or 1883andin 
Berlin in 1884; it bes row kecome a bcon, 
which is nowhere appreciated more than in hot 
countries like Egypt, especially by tLo 6 who 
still have a live'y reccllection of head-achen 
caused by the heat of gas snd the emell of 


petroleam.

To tee Epiror or tHE EaypTian Gazerre. 

Sir,— We are assared that Egypt is one of 
the most prosperous and richest countries of 
modern times, but unfortunately the Egyptian 
does not share this prosperity with his country, 
and his social and moral positions are sorely 
wanting. It cannot be denied that he is moving 
in the right direction, though in exceptionally 
slow steps. The Anglo-Egyptian Government 
who leads us and gaides us contributes in 
many ways to this slow advance, but unfortun- 
ately it retards it in others. © 

First let us take the unceasing irriga'ion 
works which are making Egypt a worldly para- 
dise. Roughly speaking, our only industry is 
agriciltore and the fellah is getting richer 
every day, although be is almost the same man 
socially and morally as he was thirty yeara 
ago. The result is that wealth comes rather a 
disadvantage t> him and in most cases he, jn 
his ignorance, abuses it with the unavoidable 
and pitiable results of national demoralization. 

The bottom of this trouble lies in the fact 
that the lands of Egypt sare getting far more 
attention than the dwellers upon them. To 
give less to the former and more to the latter 
is the only remedy. May we not hope that 
those who have the reins of the country in 
their hands will not forget that “It is written, 
Man shall not live by bread alone.” 

Having dealt with tha onreadiness of the 
fellah for his increasing wealth, we come to the

SYRACUSE has an 
interesting history, having been a Greek 
cityy which was designed by Demosthenes in 
B.C. 413, and taken by the Romans in B.c, 212, 
when Archimedes was slain - his tomb is to be 
seen. The cathedral was once an ancient pagan 
temple. PALERMO, with abo t 300,000 
inhabitants, is the capital of the Island, and 
enjoys a delightful climate. Much of interest 
is to be found in this fine city. The Palazzo 
Reale is of Saracenic origin and close to it the 
church of S. (*i wannia degli Eremiti_ with its 
picturesq'e cloisters. The Cathedral, Mnseum, 
Botanic Gardens, Villa Giulia and Royal Park 
are also worth a visit.
